Both of these, cigarettes and ice cream, are highly 
commercialized products and neither can be classed 
as a necessity. It is true that ice cream, if unadul¬ 
terated and properly used may be classed as a food. 
But this is not its general use. The nourishment con¬ 
tained in ice cream may be purchased in milk and 
cream and sugar at from 2 per cent to 10 per cent of 
the cost which is charged for it in ice cream. 

_ Cigarette manufacturers were successful in round- 
nig up a bunch of farmers who were more concerned 
about their own than the public interest to protest 
the cigarette tax. Ice cream manufacturers—presum¬ 
ably with an ice cream cone and a transportation 
picnic to Frankfort—successfully staged a demon¬ 
stration in a selfish cause. Neither has proposed an 
alternative tax plan nor a way for the state to 
operate without this revenue. 

These interests now come to the newspapers of the 
state and ask for help. Here they will find a harder 
nut to crack. Newspaper men are easy marks where 
their own interests are at stake but it is an entirely 
different matter when a question of public policy 
or the welfare of the state is concerned. 

The Courier strongly advises concerns engaged in 
the production of ice cream to devote all their time 
to the production of a better product and its sanitary 
distribution, and leave the state tax problem to those 
whose direct business it is.

“The Civic association alleged that 
the Progressive company was merely 
a stalking horse for Boss Kelly, and 
condemnation proceedings were insti¬ 
tuted before Judge Curtis llumbldge. 
whose dedsiou was tiled only an hour 
after Kelly was found dead, his skull 
fractured by a blow from a heavy cut- 
glass decanter. 

| “On the day of the murder, a mau. 
believed to he Moruno, telephoned the 
Globe that he could and would estab¬ 
lish Kelly's connection with the Pro¬ 
gressive com puny An appointment was 
made for in : .*U) that night. The man 
did not appear. 

"But at eight o’clock—two hours and 
a half earlier—Kelly went to the Co- 
eoanut Bar. lie is said to have had 
with him two henchmen, and a paper 
of some sort, with which he threatened 
Morano. Kelly alleged that an effort 
was made to pick his pocket of this 
docuiuen|, hut it was still in his pos 
session when he left the Coeoauut Bar. 

“When Kelly's body was found, the 
paper had vanished. All this Is. and 
always has been known to the police. I 


Kelly was killed between one and two 
o’clock In the morning. 

"At one o’elork, Morano telephoned 
Ills attorney that he was hopping Into 
his car to drive to Morristown. But 
the pollee know, and have always 
known that Morano's car was sttll In 
front of the Cocoanut Bar three hours 
later. They know, nnd have always 
known that a new traffic cop gave the 
chauffeur a summons at that time, and 
that the turn men went Into the Bar to¬ 
gether to find Morano. He was not 
there, and the doorman said he hnd 
not been there since shortly after one 
o’clock. 

“Where wna Morano? The police 
know, or should know thnt he was the 
occupant of a taxicab that dashed out 
of Sixteenth street—where Kelly lived 
and was then lying dead—at two 
o’clock the morning of the murder. 
Half a block from Kelly’s house, the 
taxi struck and killed a woman, Mrs. 
Theodore Jaxon. of 52 Washington 
square. The number of that taxi Is, or 
should he known to the police. Its 
driver Is. or should be known to the 
police. He is George Mundelein of 
801 Cass street, the Bronx. 

"Morano hired the cab at Sixteenth 
street and Sixth avenue, and told Mun¬ 
delein to take him to the Cocoanut Bar. 
When the accident threatened to iden¬ 
tify him. he changed his mind, and or¬ 
dered the driver to ’keep on going.’ 
He said then that he had to catch a 
2:12 train at the Pennsylvania station. 

“Whether or not Morano caught thnt 
train, he was not seen again until late 
the next evening, when he reappeared 
at the Cocoanut Bar with his right 
wrist heavily bandaged. Morano told 
the doorman he hnd sprained the wrist 
playing with one of the horses on his 
stock farm. But Morano was not any¬ 
where near that farm the night of the 
Kelly murder, or the day following. 

“Most of these facts are. or should 
be known to the police. Morano is still 
at liberty. No effort has been made 
to detain him as a material witness. 
For more than two months, another 
man has been locked In the Tombs, un¬ 
der Indictmerft for this murder. If the 
police haven’t known of Morano's con¬ 
nection with the case, they have beon 
grossly and criminally negligent. If 
they have known, they have been gross¬ 
ly and criminally corrupt. 

"In either event, the public awaits 
their next move.” 

And, at seven o'clock that night, 
Morano was “still at liberty." The po¬ 
lice hadn't arrested him—in spite of 
the Globe, and Winslow's message to 
Hambidge—nor manifested the least in¬ 
terest in his whereabouts. The first 
show at the Bar was beginning when 
Tim Daugherty arrived with ‘ Big Bill” 
Devine. *

Can Slip Make r. Chiffon Pio 

in the Twinkling of an Eye? 


So Modern Version Has It; 
Herr’s How It Can 
Br Dour. 

*T am looking for the girl who can 
make a good chiffon pic.” announced 
a young man. not so long ago. Thnt 
is modern. Once upon a time, you 
remember It was: "Can she make n 
cherry pie, Billy Boy, Billy Boy. 
And the answer was, "She can make 
a cherry pie In the twinkle of an 
eye.” 

The girl today, however, can make 
a chiffon pic In half n twinkle. For 
pastry she may use plain paste for n 
linked pie shell, or site tuny use an¬ 
other modern recipe for a cracker, 
corn flake or nut pastry. This latter 
type of pastry Is not only quick hut 
foolproof. 

Most of the fillings, whatever flavor 
Is u.«#ed, are nil made In very much 
the same way. Gelatin is soaked in 
cold water, tl»o egg yolks are beaten 
and cooked with the sugar nnd fla¬ 
voring over boiling water until the 
mixture is thick. Then the softened 
gelatin is added, the mixture Is 
cooled and the egg whites are folded 
In. Some recipes call for only egg 
whites or whipped « ream instead of 
whole eggs. 

After the fillings have been made 
they are poured into pans, lined with 
pastry and chilled In the refrigerator. 
Whipped cream, flavored according to 
the mixture, may he piled on the top. 
which may he also garnished with 
cut tints, shredded coconut or fruit. 

Chocolate Chiffon Pie. 

1 tablespoon jjranulnted gelatin 

'* cup cold water 

^ cup sugar 

2 squares melted chocolate 

1 cup hot milk 

Vi teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 eup cream, whipped 

Soak the gelatin in the water five 
minutes. Make a sirup of the sugar 


chocolate, hot m'.lk nnd salt. Add 
the softened gelaflw to iliis mixture, 
stirring thoroughly. Allow to cool 
add the vanilla, nnd as the mixture 
begins to thicken, fold in the whipped 
cream. Fill a baked pie shell with 
this mixture nnd chill. Before tnu*v- 
Ing, garnish with whipped cream. 

Lemon Chiffon Pie. 

1 tablespoon granulated gelatin 
cup cold wnter 
I cup sugar 
'a cup lemon Jules 
teaspoon salt 

) eggs 

l tablespoon grated lemon rind 
Soak gelatin in cold water fiu* min 
utes. Add half the sugar, lemon 
juice and salt to the beaten egg yolks 
nnd cook over boiling water until nt 
custard consistency. To this mixture, 
add tlie grated lemon rind and the 
softened gelatin nnd stir well. Cool. 
When mixture begins to thicken, fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites to wliieh 
tlie remaining sugar lias been added. 
Fill baked pie shell and chill. Just 
before serving spread n thin layer of 
whipped cream over the file. 

Strawberry Chiffon Pie. 

! tablespoon granulated g« Intin 
cup cold water 
«... cup boiling water 
"i cup sugar 

1 eup strawberry pulp ami jub »• 

1 i teaspoon salt 

2 egg whites 
’ i cup sugar 

u cup cream, whipped 

Soak gelatin in cold water five min 
utes. Combine the boiling water, su 
gar. strawberry pulp and Juice and 
salt. Add softened gelatin to hut 
strawberry mixture and stir until dis¬ 
solved. Cool. Beat egg whites until 
stiff.and dry, folding sugar Into heat 
on whites. Fold in whipped cream 
to gelatin mixture when it begins t<> 
thicken. Fold In egg whites and 
pour into baked pie shell and chill. 
Serve garnished with whipped cream 
and whole strawberries.
